An example:  A family of four arriving after 3:00 p.m. and staying 6 days and 5 nights would get the 
4-day Premium ticket as well as 5 breakfast, 5 lunches, and 5 dinners per person.   
 
Each Premium ticket includes the same number of additional days at Typhoon Lagoon, Blizzard 
Beach, and DisneyQuest.  So, go to DisneyQuest the first night, get Theme park tickets for the 
number of full days, and go to a water park on your last day.  Two children attend an extra YES 
progams.   Then, leave after lunch. 
 
4-day Premium tickets $264 x 4 people = $1,056 
Meals Breakfast (5) $55 + Lunch and Dinner with dessert (10) $167.50 = $222.50 x 4 people = $890 
2 extra YES programs for the two children = $60 
Total = $2,006 or $501 .50 a person
